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WHITE FISH. 


Large oumbers ef white fish are be- 
ing caught in lakes Tahoe, Donner and 
in the Truckee river, from the town of 
Truckee te this place. As they rarely 
take a bait they are generally captured 
with a net or by snares. They are a 
most delicious fish for the table, much 
superior to the Truckee trout. 
Whether we are receiving this benefit 
from the white fish from lake Michi- 
gan planted by the California fish 
commissioners is a question much dis- 
cussed by people on the Truckee river. 
In January 1877 the California com- 
missioners planted 75,000 white fish 
in Donner lake and 175,000 in Tahoe 


‘near the Hot Springs. In January 1878 


they planted 130,000 more in Tahoe. 
This year they have received 600,000 
white fish eggs from the U. S. govern- 


‘agent, one-half of which are also in- 


tended for Tahoe and Donner. They 
will be hatched out and plauted dur- 
ing the coming week. There is @ na- 
tive white fish in Lake Tahoe, but it 
has structual differences from the 
white fish of the great lakes and there- 
fore has received ‘a- specific scientific 
name. The family is called Coregonus. 
Tbe fish of the great lakes is called 
Coregonus A’ba, the fish of Tahoe, 
Coregonus Williamsonii.. Our native 
fish is said to be not as stoutand thick 
as the Michigan fish, while the latter 
is said to be more round shouldered 
than the native fish. As there is no 
academy ofsciences at Renoor Truckee, 
we are unable to decide the question 
as to whether the fish now being 
caught are natives or whether we are 


Yndebted to the importations of the 


California commissioners. We must 
ask our friends to notice if there are 
two kinds of these fish. If there are, 
then both natives and imported are 
running in the river. These fish are 
so much ‘mere numerous in the 
Truckee than everdefore known er oeb- 
served, that until there is proof to the 
contrary, we shall be inclined to thank 
the California commissioners for this 
increased and delicious feod supply. 
The GazeTrTe would take it as a favor 
if some one would bring in one of the 
stoutest und thickest caught, that it 
might be sent to a member of the 
San Franciseo Academy of Sciences, 
who by counting the fin rays might 
settle the disputed question.

PRAYERS FOR THE PRESS, 


To-night the evangelical churches 
all over Christendom will pray for the 


press. In these modern days the news- 
paper is a tremendous power, and this 
ie recognized by the churches, as their 
iaterest in their conduct shows. 
Journalists are apt to resent the man- 
ner in whieh this interest is shown, 
some viewing itin the light of an im- 
pertinence and others as an .insult. 
The GazerreE on the contrary takes it 
that this manifestation of regard for 
the welfare of the press on the part of 
the religious world is natural and right. 
Newspapers have great influence in 
forming the ideas of both young and 
old and if they are not found upon 
the side of morality and piety, moral- 
ity and piety suffer severely in conse- 
quence. The press, like all other hu- 
man institutions, is far from being all 
that it ought to be. [tis true that those 
who will pray fer it to-night would 
probably fail to make the newspapers 
any better were they to take the man- 
agement ef them, but one can bea 
critic of boeks or pictures without 
being an author or artist. Similarly, 
@ man may very clearly see faults in a 
newspaper who would himself make a 
very poor journalist. Prayers for 
greater dignity, greater intelligence, 
greater courage in exposing the wrong, 
greater industry in gathering the 
news, greater regard for the influence 
of the newspapers upon . morals— 
surely such prayers are timely, and 
journalists sheuld not wait for the 
churches to make these petitions, but 
should themselves offer them up daily. 
There is too much flippancy among us, 
brethren. Too much fear of the ad- 
vertiser; toe much truckling to power; 
too much time-serving altogether; too 
much stupidity; too much laziness; 
too much ignorance. Let us listen in 
humbleness to the prayers of the 
churches, nor deem that we are justi- 
fied in our sins, because they are 
commen to all men.

While itis a 
fact that ours is essentially a mineral- 
bearing country, and that mining will 
always be a leading industry, it is also | 
true that the agricultural interests, if 
properly attended to, will in time be- 
come pr¢minent and pay better than 
mining for the prescious metals. The 
land in nearly all the valleys of this 
state is susceptible of being brought 
into a high state of cultivetion, but 
this can only be accomplishe by the 
expenditure of time and mone} which 
too many of our so-called farmers do 
not scem disposed to bestow. We 


know that in Elko county there are 
thousands of acres of good arable 
land, and capable of preducing enough 
cereals and vegetables te supply the 
present population of the entire state. 
And yet people are obliged to send 
abroad for the very articles which 
ought to be, but are net, produced by 
Nevada farmers. Occasionally a man 
is found who, in additien to energy 
and application, brings intelligence 
into play, and utilizes everything 
thst can possibly enhance the value of 


his property and «make it produce 
largely; he is called lucky; but oftener 
farming operations are conducted in 
such a loose, slip-shod manner that 
the agricultural class in this state are 
less prosperous than they might be. 
Our agricultural reseurces are almost 
boundless, and sooner or later, when 
understood and appreciated, Nevada 
will be rated higher for. something 
else than silver and gold.

The hespital has at all times 
been open to the inspection of the 
commissioners and it should not have 
been necessary for the grand jury to 
peint out the faults which it 
found. Conc&Pbing the loneliness of 
the aged woman referred to by the 
grand jury the steward can hardly be 
held to blame for that. He has, we 
understand, no one to assist him in 
his duties and it would be demanding 
too much to expect him to be in con- 
stant attendance upon any ene pa- 
tient. In the interest of common hu- 
manity the county should provide a 
nurse for the old lady.

FAST VS. SLOW MINING. 


The business column of the San 
Francisco Bulletin is one of the valu- 
able features which have given that pa- 
per its present high standing. Many 
hard pressed business men, who have 
only a few moments each day to spare 
fer newspaper reading devote them 
entirely to this department. The fig- 
ures and opinions found thefein com- 
mand respect and consideration in 
commercial circles. On January 10th 
it said: ae 

The policy of a mine owning its 
mills is elaborately treated in the re- 
ports presented at the annual meeting 
of the Consolidated Viryinia stock- 
holders on the 9th. As these reports 
were not read, and asmany of the 
stockhelders are not likely ever to 
see them, it willnet be amiss to say 
that the officers of the mine have dem- 
onstrated, to their satisfaction at least, 
that the contract system of crushing 
ores is superior te the ownership of 
mills by mines. Had the Consolida- 
ted Virginia erected a mill in 1873, it 
would have necessitated the levying 
oftwo assessments of three dollars 

r share each, ting $648,000. 

ostead of doing that, the Pacific Mill 
and MiningCompany was incerporated 
by parties largely interested in the 
‘mine, and a $500,000 mill was erected 
At that time the regular price for mill- 
ing ore on the Comstock was $13 per 
ton. In October 1876, the , Pacific 
Mill Company reduced the price to 
$12: in February, 1877, it was re 


duced te $11; in the following April- 


to $10; sndin Janu ry, 1878, to $) 

which is the rate to-day. The cerpo-, 
ration mills work ores upto 73. per 
cent. of the assay value, whereas mifis 
run by the waters of the Carson river 
return only 65 per cent. At present 
the $500,009 mill erected by the com 

pany is idle, and rapidiy deteriorating 
in value. Parties who take an oOppo- 
site view of this question claim 
that the company have made the 
cost of the mill with good interest, 
and can afford to abandon it or sell it 
for old iron, if there be no further 
use for it. Perhaps it would have. 
been just as well for all concerned if 
the Conselidated Virginia mine had 
not been exhausted so rapidly. In 
that event smaller mill facilities would 
have answered, and if these had been 

owned by the company, it is probable 
that stockholders would have fared 

quite as well as under the system 

adopted. 

People of Nevada perhaps under- 
stand better than vthers the dangers 
and expense of delay in miving. In 
a fissure 4 thousand feet wide lying 
atan incline under a mountain of 
rock which swells and ereeps when ex- 
posed to theair,the labor does not con- 
sist of the digging and hoisting, but 
mainly in keeping epen the chambers 
and lines of commupication. When 
three hundred feet 
square and 1 or 2 hundred feet high is 
made, the pressure is enormous, and 
not only must the space cleared 
filled with timber to keep .the walls 
apart, but the drifts and shafts re-

jaws like twigs in the mouth of an 
elephfnr. Shafts close in and twist 
about; posts and sills bend and snap, 
often with a report.like that of a mus- 
ket. Notwithstanding the care taken 
to fill every cavity solid with timbers, 
the treacherous earth sinks down and 
leaves the surface, where Virginia and 
Gold Hill stand, a mass of broken 
and perpendicular shelves. With 
such machinery as is now in use it I» 
as cheap or n early as cheap to hoist 
a thousand tons of rock a day as it is 
a hundred, and with a system of streets 
winzes and chambers far below the sur- 
face te keep in repair, it will be seen 
that but one course is consisten€ with 
economy, and that is to get the ore 
eut as fast as may be, and abandon 


the mass of rottnig timbers, the 
and win zes to their inevit- 
able fate. If the benanza 
had been taken out in ten 


years instead of three, there would 
have been less than half the dividends, 
Whatever may be sail e° their course 
in finar.cial matters or eu'side man- 
agement, the bonanza kings are con- 
ceded by all to be master miners. 
Their wonderful success has been at- 
tributed by almost all strangers, to 
luck, but Nevadans have recognized the 
massive seale upon which they have 
prospected the mines under their 
control and the excellent plans they 
have follewed, as well as their untir- 


ing industry and energy. Be- 
fore they were millionaires 
they were miners, and Mr. Fair 


had the reputation of being as good 
a mechanic as there was in the country. 
The improvemeats in machinery un- 
der their patronage have carried the 
world forward centuries. Where they 
have not originated themselves they 
have exercised the happy faculty of 
adapting the right thing at the right 
time, which almost entitles them to 
rank with the inventors themselves. 


The Oakland Radiator, a journal of 
much liveliness and wit, is after those 
literary pirates, the Oakland Tribune 
and Zimes, which six days in the 
week dump upon the doorsteps of 
their readers enormous quantities of 
dead matter exumed frem exchanges. 
The Radiator has the GazeErrTe’s 
hearty sympathy. Nothing is more 
contemptible in journclism than the 
newspaper which steals its matter. 
Those that de it seldom have the 
brains to steal witb judgment and are 
unbearably heavy and stupid — like- 
wise, in their own larcenous eyes, of 
he mest eminent respectability.

The mement a new public building 
is spoKen of in Nevadathe newspapers 
begin to cackle and run for it like a 
lot of hangry hens for a handful of 
corn, The Great East rises in its ma- 
jesty and demands that the contem- 
plated lunatic asylum shall be bullt in 
Humboldt county, and Eureka is cer- 
tain that the proposed school of mines 
belongs to it. With one consent an 
angry cluck is directed at Reno, as if 
this hapless town were wallowing in 
public buildings. The knowledge that 
Reno is admirably situated for public 
buildings is no doubt at the bottom 
ef this amusing jealousy. It can’t 
possibly be grounded on anything else, 
for at present there is not a single 
state building in the town. The only 
thing approaching one is the state 
prison wall and that is, in every sense, 
an empty mockery. It is an oyster 
shell without the oyster. - Private en- 
terprise has done much for Reno in 
the way of fine buildings, the state 
nothing. 


Concerning the lunatic, asy- 
lum. The points to be considered 
are: Healthfulness of situation and 


convenience of locality. The one 
word Rene fills the bill. There is not 
a healthier town in the state and none 
more favored in the matter of railroad 
communication with the rest of Ne- 
vada, 

The state prison. Two hundred 
thousand dollars have already been 
spent upop that wall. The state, .to 
follow a phraseology with which our 
contemporaries are doubtless familiar, 
has anted heavily and the pot is too 
big now to think’of passing out. 

The scho 1 of mines. Eureka’s ad- 
vantages for the study of mining, bow- 
ever great they may become in the 
future, cannot at present be reasonably 
compared with those of Virginia. The 
claims of the Great East, or great any 
other point of the compass, in this par- 
ticular must give way to suitability 
of lecation. 

The reform school. The need for it 
is not glaring. Let Carson put in her 
claim for it. She will, it may be in- 
cidentally observed, put her claim for 
every pubiic building or institutien 
that may be theught or spoken of for 
the next fifty years. 

This row abeut geographical claims 
is nonsensical, greedy and laughable. 
Of course it is natural (selfishness 
being the foundation of our amiable 
human nature), that each town should 
desire to win in the legislative raffle, 
but cemmon-sense should not be for- 
gotten in the eager scramble. Now, 
for our part, if a better place than 
Reno can be found for either the state 
prisen or lunatic asylum—if the state 
can build them elsewhere and main- 
tain them for less money, why, don’t 
let Reno have them. If the other 
parts of the state will endeavor to calm 
themselves down to a similar frame of 
mind and allow their representatives 
to act for the good of the state in- 
stead of feverishly struggling to carry 
home as much boety as possible, re- 
gardless of the common good, Nevada 
will be better off financially and offer 
a much more dignified spectacle to the 
rest of the world—the eyes of which, 
brethren, are undoubtedly fixed upon 
us at this moment. 


RE-ELECTION OF JONES. 


J. P. Jones was to-day re-elected 
to the Unites States senate by an 
overwhelming majority. It is now to 
be hoped that the gentleman will 
prove in all ways worthy of the trust 
of the people so handsomely shown. 
Mr. Jones’ danger, if we may judge 
from someofthe utterances recently at- 
tributed to him by eastern newspa- 
pers, is that he may be led off into the 
tanglesoftheinflation jungle.

might not be considered a_ part 
of their religious faith. he 
celestial marriage, including’ the 
doctrine of a plurality ef wives, was 
revealed to them directly from .God. 
It does not matter who may dispute 
this as a fact. They have evidence 
uf it, which te them is complete, leav- 
ing ne room for doubt. Congress, 
mapy years after this doctriue be- 
came an integral part of their religi- 
ous creed, the practice of which was 
commanded.by the Almighty, passed 
a statute declaring what God has au- 
thorized a crime against the law. 
The supreme court now affirms that 
law to be valid. Does this affect in 
any way the truth that God has re- 
vealed and commanded it? Not in the 
remotest degree.

CAPTURED BY INDIANS. 


Remarkable Adventures of an 
Woman and Her Son. 


(New York Herald.| 

Omana, Neb., Dec. 14.—Deep in- 
terest is taken to-day in the narrative 
of Mrs. Charles Jones, of Washington 
county, Iowa, whe arrived with her 
son last night, and whose story of suf- 
fering on the plains, with the aston- 
ishing revelations rega*ding certain 
Indians of the Yanktewn ageucy, has 
few parallelsin frontier history. Mrs. 
Jones and her son, it is believed, are 
the sole survivers of a party of twelve 
emigrants who left Washington ceunty 
last February for the Yellow Stone 
valley. They reached Fort Kearney 
about March 1, 1878, and when a few 
days out from there, in the river bet- 
tom, they were surrounded by a party 
of seventy Indians. William Brown, 
Joshua Brown and Joseph Hyatt, a 
brother of Mrs. Jones, constituting 
the men of the party, were instantly 
shot dead. All the others were taken 


into captivity. All but Mrs. Jones/ 


and her son disappeared, and, as she 
believes, were massacred. 


SHE WAS MADE A SLAVE 


to the chief named Yanktown, cook- 
ing, picking berries and performing 
other menial offices... She was never 
allowed to meet or talk with her son, 
Her clothes were taken from her and 
she was allowed only blankets and 
moccasins. The camp was moved 
often, always northward. The war- 
riors several times left the party and 
returned with clothing and plunder, 
evidently taken from murdered whites. 
The interpreter’ who was with the 
party, named Ginnis, stated that he 
was captured from a party of emi- 
grants wien he was only 11 years 
old, and he is now 40. He adopted 
their life, became a Catholic and was 
educated at a Jesuit college. . He told 
Mrs, Jones that the party was chiefly 
Yanktons, from the Yanktewn agency, 

ut that there were a few from Red 
Houd and Spotted Tail agencies. 
They were out always during summer 
and returned to the agencies in the 
winte1. 


OTHER CAPTIVES. 


Their slaves are kept outside the 
agencies in concealment. Other fe- 
male white slaves in the party teld 
her, through the interpreter, that 
their friends bad been murdered, and 
as they had no homes they did not 
dare to escape. Young Jones, whe is 
aged fifteen, became a favorite and 
was kindly treated. At the expira- 
tion of two months they reached the 
neighborhood ofa small village in 
Northern Nebraska, where the Indi- 
ans precured liquor, and they all Be- 
came drunk. That night Mrs. Jones 
escaped, having on only a ragged 
blanket and one moccasin. She 
travelled south, being guided in her 
course by-the stars, and subsisting fer 
many days on raw artichokes, After 
five or six days she met occasional 
emigrant wagons movivg northward, 
and was given a dress. She begged 
her way through the state, reaching 
her old home in Iowa the last day in 
June. Here she procured a small 
sum of money. She became alarmed 
at the uncertanity of 


HER SON'S FATE 


and returned to Central Nebraska, 
where she traveled from place to 
place, watching for emigrants from 
the north and living with farmers. 
At the expiration of many weeks, sick 
and dishearteped, she again started 
eastward. One day last October, 
while walking through Kearney, she 
met.an emaciated lad, whom she rec- 
ognized as her son, who had just come 
in from along and terrible journey. 
Sheltered by James Carmichael, a far- 
mer, she watched at her son’s bedside 
during a long illness. When the boy 
partially recovered they both started 
east on foot, stepping with farmers 
and making slow progress on accouot 
of their enfeebled condition. 

Citizens here collected some money 
and sent both home this morning. 
Every detail ef the abeve story is con- 
firmed. The naked bodies of three 
murdered men were fouod last March 
on the plains north of Kearney, but 
the murders were supposed to be the 
work of tramps. Men here froin the 
ageucies are preparing to investigate 
the matter and express the opinion 
that many of the agency Indians have 
kept up the systematic murder of set- 
tlers during the summer and success- 
fully concealing their crime. At the 
Yankton agency there will be an im- 
mediate investigation, and the identity 
of the Indians secured if possible.

Monsieur Massena Tells His Side of the 
| Story.

[ Nevada Transcript, 8th.] 


Monsieur Massena, whe was brought 
from Truckee Sunday and locked up 
in the county jail ona charge of pe- 


tit larceny, will probably be taken to 
the county hospital en account of the 
bad state of his health. A reporter 
interviewed the Monsieur in his cell 
yesterday and gleaned the following 
facts of interest. He is a Frenchman 
by birth, and ason ofa former Mar- 
shal of that country. His age is'39 

wars. “At one time he was a practic- 
ing physician in Loudon, England, 
and afterwards pursued the same pro- 
fession in Rochescer, N. Y. Subse- 

uently he instructed students io 
Oleveland, Ohio, and also at Alton; 
Illinois. Last May he started west 
from Orhaha, leaving his wife, whe is 
89 years of age, at the house there 
until such time as he cculd make ar- 
rangements to seudfor her. He trav- 
eled in various parts of this state 
visiting Masonic lodges, until the first 
of September, when he sent for his 
wife. She jeined him, and they get 
along well together until the first part 
of Novembar, when a man called Duke 
Thompson, whose acquaintance the 
woman had formed in Omaha, ap- 
peared on the scene at Truckee. Then 
trouble commenced. The old man 
had every reasen to believe, he says, 
that a criminal intimacy existed be- 
tween his wife and Thompson? This 
latter fact made the heart of Massena 
ache, especially as Thomp2on wasa half- 
breed— Welch father and negro moth- 
er. Then Massena forbade the stran- 
ger his house, and himaglf and wife 
prepared to leave the country. When 
they got aboard the train, Thompson 
was also there. Itgwas at this junct- 
ure that Thompson was arrested for 
stealing syne property from the 
boarding house. He was taken to 
jail, contessed his guilt, and a few 
hours afterward committed suicide by 
persistently holding his breath. Then 
Massena ani his wife went to Sacra- 
mento. Officer Cross followed and 
took him back to Truckee for steal- 
ingthe goods which Thompson had 
previousiy been charged with taking. 
Madame Massena it seems had pre- 
vious to her paramour’s death gone to 
attorney Gray in Truckee for the 
purpose of having him secure her a 
divorce from her husband, on the 
grounds of his old age and cruelty. 
Mr. Gray refused to have anything te 
do with the case. She has since ad- 
mitted to her husband that Thompson 
said he would have her for his own, or 
kill her, and that they contemplated 
putting him (Massena) out ef the way 
by foul means. The aged prisoner is 


the least his confinement in the 
county jail was nothing more or less 
than cruelty. He isa Mason of very 
high standing, and from his past 
good reputation, and the story he tells, 
he belief is held by some that his 
arrest and conviction are the results 
of a conspiracy.

News- 
papers circulate among all classes of 
people and must give the news. The 
press, he was happy to say, was purer 
in tone than ever before, and the Alli- 
ance recognized the importance of its 
aid in morals and educatien.

zant of all the facts. 

CLARK'S COMPLICITY. 


Mr. Jones, fer the prosecution, de- 
clared that defendant was the person 
alluded te by Anderson in his testi- 
mony when the latter said that an- 
other party beside Lawton had signi- 
fied his willingness to go to Tullis’ 
ranch aod kill him. Various import- 
ant facts connected with the murder 
were det" i; the defendant's connec- 
tior _« which the prosecution would 
shew to the satisfaction of the jury. It 
would be shown that after the three 
persons were arrested Clark and Dye 
were present when Andersen made 
his statement or. confession, and that 
the dafendant made no denial of the 
accusations against him concerning 
the writing of lettersto Anderson to 
come to the city. It would be shown 
that he: prompted Anderson to the 
Cemmission of the deed. If these 
facts should be proven, the presecu- 
tiori weuld expect the extreme pen- 
alty of the law to be inflicted upon 
the defendant. 

THE TRIAL 


Yesterday the trial proceeded and a 
large number of affidavits were read 
and witnesses examined to establish 
the death of Tullis, Clark’s partner- 
ship with Dye in the saloon business 
and other foundation factsin the case. 
Of course the testimony of both Dye 
and Anderson was neccessary to es- 
tablish Clark’s guilt, as aside from 
that 


ONLY CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE 


Could be obtained. It was rumored 
on the streets here yesterday that Dye 
and Anderson would not testify. On 
the other hand, it was stated that An- 
derson had promised the prosecution 
that he would testify in the case. This 
latter view was the more generally 
taken, as Anderson has seemed to 
be desirous ®f having as many com- 
panions in misery as possible. 


A THUNDERCLAP. 


To-day both Andersen and Dye re- 
fused to take the witness stand. 
There was no power to compal them 
to testify against their will. As they 
are to be hanged anyhow, severer pun- 
ishment can be inflicted upon them 
for obstinacy. This knocked the bot- 
tom out of the case for the prosecutien 
and there was ne other course left but 
to discharge Clark. What the motive 
was which moved the two condemned 
murderers can only be eonjectured.
